Judge Shackelford, of Madison,

provide better marketing facilities, and 
encourage better and more soientinc 
farming. 

SectloB 10. 

PROFITBBRING — ^The high >cost of 
living, growing out of the world war. 
Is primarily responsible for the present 
unsettled Industrial conditions. The 
producer in most instancese is not the 
profiteer. We pidege our party to the 
enactment of such laws as will prevent 
combines whose purpose is to control 
the prices of the necessities of life, and 
as will enable our state authorities tb 
eo-operate with the federal authorities 
in remedying the existlog evils to the 
end that profiteering in food products 
and other necessities of life nfay be- 
prevented. 

Section 11. 
PUHLir. fllAKlTAHI-K. ICMOKMOSY- 
AllY AND I'iONAL INSTITUTIONS— 
The inmates of the public, charitable, 
eleemosynary and penal instu'.ttions 
are wcrds of the state, and as fuch are 
entitled to htinane consideration and 
helpful treatment and scientific care; 
and the management of those Institlons 
should be free from politics and be de- 
voted to the welfare and good of the 
unfortunate beings therein. 

We favor the selection of members of 
the Board of Control without regard to 
political affiliation and that such mem- 
bers be men and women of the highest 
personal character and reputation and 
possessed of peculiar fltness for these 
places; and we pledge the damocratie 
party and its nominees to select men 
and women of this character for ap- 
pointment on such boards.

MOB LiAW — The democratic party has 
always been a party of law and order 
and has ever opposed mob law. The 
democratic legislature at Its 1918 ses- 
sion, adopted a resolution providing an 
amendment to the State Constitution, 
lemovlng from office any officer hav- 
ing a prisoner in custody and surrwi- 
dering him to a mob. We favor the 
adoption of that proposed amendment. 

We deplore the iKnoranre displayed 
by the republican convention when it 
solemnly declared for the passage of 
this amendment to the Constitution 
nearly tWo years after provision had 
been mad* tnarefor by .the state damo*- 
cratic legislature.

An interesting meeting of the City 
Council of Richmond was held last 
night with Mayor Evans In the chair 
and all councllnien present except Mr. 
Powell. The city hall was crowded 
witK representative citizens, including 
Kev. Homer W. Carpenter, who upon 
the request of the Mayor, asked God's 
blessings upon their deliberations. 

The Mayor announced to the Coun- 
cil that four sealed bids for installing 
the sewerage system in Richmond had 
Iweil keeeirisd from out of town con- 
cerns and turned them over to Clerk 
Blantbn, to be opened and read before 
the council. The contesting bidders 
were: W. I. Coal, Montgomery Ala.; 
John ^. McLaine ft Co,, Cincinnati; 
Geo. F. Eddy Co., and B. B. Tyler ft 
Co., both 9f Louisville. As Clerk 
BlantoB pifceeded to give out the 
itemised estinuMees, Engpneer Cre- 
eelios took down tte ffgores and re- 
tired to >the inner lonU' to tabulate 
them and report back to the council 
the lowest bid. Representatives tnm 
the di£Ferei|t concerns bidding were 
present ud awaited amdoasly the an- 
nouncement of the successful bidder. 

Councilman O'Neil took up the mat- 
ter of the telephone company,, that re- 
quest^ the Council to allow it to 
continue the present war rate fixed by 
the gbvemment, which would expire 
December 1st of the present year. 
Mr. CPNeU had been in communication 
with eight other towns the sise of 
Richmond, who have about the same 
number of subscribers as the tele- 
phone company in this city, and ac- 
cording to the infonnation received, 
six out of eight of these towns have 
lower rates than the present rate 
charged by the Cumberland Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., and are giving the 
people the central ^erg^ system, 
to give which this company claims 
would be forced to increase rates 
again. 

Hon. W. B. Smith volunteered to 
the citizens of Richmond, and spoke 
in strong opposition to the proposed 
raise, citing .the council that the 
taxpayers"- are heavily burdened 
with taxes as it is and he did not feel 
like increasing their living expenses 
at this time when everything was 
"sky high". He besought the Coun- 
cil to stand by its eitizena and pro- 
tect them from increase of rates, 
which would mean an additional cost 
of $7,000 annually. 

The Telephone Company was repre- 
' rented by Mr. Webb, a member of the 
comp.'my,,and Attorney A. R. Bumam 
and J. S. Greenleaf, who stated the 
actual facts of the increased cost of 
operating the company here, and felt 
that they should be allowed an in- 
c lease in order to offset the., ad- 
ditional costs of operation.
